In the Amendment, Applicants primarily argue that Chao teaches "generating hyperlinl< references from the regions of the image map of 
the diagram to the textual documentation" is improperly made in hindsight, 
one. Chao only discloses assiging hyperlinks to areas of a compressed image. 

Secondly, Chao is embedding the hyperlinks in source code rather than providing hyperlink references in the diagram that link diagram 
elements to the corresponding portions of the textual documentation. (See Amendment page 8, 3rd paragraph). 

Examiner Answer: 

The examiner does not agree Applicants' assertion that Chao's teaching is hindsight. 

In response to applicants' argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

Further, Chao does teach the same functionality that the limitations of the Claim. Chao teaches in a manner such as "providing hyperlink 
references (E.g. see col. 26:38) in the diagram that link diagram elements to the corresponding portions of the textual documentation" 
(E.g. see col. 26:35-44). It should be noted that the quoted part is an Image map editor, which allow the user to design which portion of 
the image will output the HTML associate with the image. This perform the same functionality of the claimed limitation.
